charged that I did not have an officer in 
the service who waa fit to go to sea. You 
demanded to know how I got auch officers; 
I asked you how long Martin and Qubill 
were on board the ship, and you sdmitted 
they were thers longer thau you wore, T 
asked you how long it took you to find out 
that an officer waa incompetent and whe- 
ther you had ever complained about your 
oficars, You admitted that you had never 
complained.” After s good desl of wrang- 
ling concerning the Captain's relations 
with tha officars, the proceadings continged 
a fallowe : — ‘ 
“You were ordered not to approach that 
island at night." Schworin said to Captain 
Porter, and ho produced the written order, 
dated at Yokohma, September 10, which 
was banded to Portor before Leaving that 
port. The instructions, sent by Mr 
Schwarin by cahla were that Captain 
Porter sbould take Mr Ward, 
president of tho Pacilic Cable Company, 
to Midway Taland, and that Portor should 
use his diecretion about gaing pear cnough 
to the island (o permit Ward to land.
